Ingenuous Perſons will duly conſider that beginnings are di cult, 
and therefore will for the preſent favourably interpret ſmall failares 
in the delay of ſome dd eſſengers, who are wt yet ſo well vergd, as 
a ſhort time may demonſtrate, by this Deſign eing brought to per-
